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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but they have not been found to be persuasive. Applicant argues that the claimed invention is not obvious in view of Kanzaki and Yokozeki, 
and further in view of Takeuchu, because Yokozeki does not teach the production of alanylglutamine by Microbacterium from 
diketopiperazines. However, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to modify the method of Kanzaki to produce 
alanylglutamine because Yokozeki teaches that the compound is a desirable component for serum-free media and that efficient production 
of the compound is needed in the art (p. 1, par. 2, 6) and because Microbacterium was known at the time of the invention to have been 
capable of producing such dipeptides. The selection of a bacterium for production of a known dipeptide would have been a routine matter 
of experimentation, as taught by Kanzaki, who teaches screening techniques for the identification of a microorganism with the desired 
characteristic. One of ordinary skill in the art would have had a reasonable expectation of success in combining the references to practice 
the claimed invention because members of the Microbacterium genus were known to have been capable of production of the desired 
dipeptide and the screening methods for testing for the desired activity were known in the art at the time of the invention, as taught by 
Kanzaki. Although the starting materials for dipeptide synthesis used in Yokozeki differ from those used in Kanzaki, Kanzaki teaches the 
desirability for the screening of various species of microorganisms for synthesis of dipeptides using diketopiperazines. Since Yokozeki 
teaches that Microbacterium were useful for dipeptide synthesis, one would have been motivated to screen organisms of the genus for 
dipeptide synthesis using the techniques of Kansaki, which include the use of diketopiperazines. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the teachings discussed above to arrive at the claimed invention and applicant's argument has not 
been found to be persuasive. 
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
